ORANGE COUNTY CITRUS MEN 
LEARN VALUE OF FERTILIZER 


According to Farm Advisor H, E. W alberg, tho outstanding lesson 
derived from a visit to the citrus fertiliser plots at Riverside by fifty 
growers of Orange county was the futility of using commercial ferti­ 
liser alone in Southern California groves. 
"The only plot which showed up favorably 
was 
the 
corercrop- 
manure-rock phosphate plot," said W alberg, discussing the results of 
the pilgrimage. 
“The plots have been m aintained for fifteen years, during which 
time pronounced deterioration has evidenced itself in the commercial 
plots. 
Even the soil told a story when walking over it. 
The ground 
I was harsh, lidless and impervious in practically all plots where bulky 
■ organic m anner had not been added. 
“Wide variation in root stocks was shown in several rows of 
trees. 
Sour root stocks had been picked from commercial citrus 
nurseries and planted In form to show the numerous variable c h an g ­ 
ers produced. 
Variation was exhibited in Bise, form, color and thrift. 
The experiment showed that it is just as im portant to select trees 
with standard root stocks as it is to obtain the best buds. 
“The pruning plots on lemons and oranges were dem onstrated by 
I Dr. H. S. Reed, plant physiologist. The m oderate long pruning system 
on lemons with moderate thinning has so far brought best results."

The fact that I cannot, is of no 
credit to me. 
Of course. I was a mere "kid" 
when my parents planted me here 
and said, “here this family will stay 
for the remainder of Its life." This 
decision was very satisfactory to 
me, for where is there a boy who 
would not be content to live fn a 
I land where golden fruit grows in 
abundance—especially when he Is 
i transplanted to such environs from 
is vast grain growing section, such 
j as I came from. The orange tree 
j was the “apple of my eye,*’ and I 
was satisfied. 
| 
I have seen this community de­ 
velop from a bailiwick of less than 
! 10OO souls to the estimated popula- 
! Hon of 28,000 today, with an antici­ 
pated population of 50,000 in 1930. 
I have seen land values advance 
virtually from nothing to the quota­ 
tions of today—and today's figures

County Horticultural Commissioner Coy has issued 
a timely warning to orange growers of the county 
that they do not pick any immature fruit. There is 
always a desire to get off as much "Christmas fruit’’ 
as possible, not only because It does away with m y 
loss from frost, in the event of a cold snap, but also 
because It brings in some ready money early in the 
season. 
There are well defined federal rules bear­ 
ing upon the subject, to the effect that the fruit 
shall test eight to one in sugar, or that it be 70 per 
cent full> colored. The grower who has fruit which 
can meet either or both of these tests has nothing 
to fear, and there is plenty of such well mateured 
fruit this year. 
Nevertheless the warning is a time­ 
ly one and shows that the horticultural commission­ 
er is on the Job.

CHRISTMAS SEALS 


In purchasing fancy Chris’mas seals the thoughtful 
shopper will not forget the Red Cross seals, every­ 
one of which means added strength to the fight 
against tuberculosis in this country. 
The Red Cross 
Christmas seal is not a very old idea, but it has 
developed rapidly until now its annual sale repre­ 
sents a considerable sum of money set aside for this 
specific work of healing and prevention. 
These seals may Ire placed on the backs of en­ 
velopes or on Christmas packages so long as they do 
not lie on the face which bears the regular postage 
stamps. 
They may be put on the packages which 
hang on the tree or are carried in person to the re 
ceiver, Or they may be purchased simply as a means 
of contributing to the ar.ti-tuberculosis work regard­ 
less of their subsequent 
Tuberculosis can be tremendously reduced if not 
wholly eradicated in this country, and there is no 
simpler way of contributing to the funds needed to 
fight it than by buying the cheery little seals. 


WOMAN’S CLUBS ACTIVITY 


One of the great forces of community life is found 
in the clubs and other organizations of women. Many 
movements of civic betterment have resulted from 
their efforts. 
> 
When these clubs first became general, the ma 
jority went in for literary study, 
A multitude of 
women, through their programs, 
became 
familiar 
with inspiring poetry, drama and works of history 
Later the women seemed to feel an urge to take up 
practical lines of effort, and they went in for civic 
movements. 
All such lines of work and study are beneficial. 
At the present time, one of the best fields for wo­ 
man’s club activity can be found in political educa­ 
tion. 
in most of the larger states, women have obtained 
the suffrage only within recent years. 
A grea. many 
of them have no adequate conception of political 
problems. 
This is no reflection on them, as there 
are millions of men who have no intelligent grasp of 
political issues, although it has long been their duty 
as well as their privilege to vote. 
One of the best things a woman’s club can do 
is to study such problems as the tariff, the currency, 
banking and credit systems, the labor question, the 
duties of capital, etc., etc. 
Also it will do a fine 
thing to take up the personality and character of the 
leading statesmen. 
It can watch carefully the pro­ 
ceedings of Congress, its state legislature, and the 
municipal government. 
In taking up such matters there should be care 
not to do it in a partisan way.

One of these days Congress will reapportion 
Congressional representation, telling 
California— 
along with other states—how many members we 
may have in the House of Representatives, and 
then the solons at Sacramento will be called upon 
to readjust districts within the state. 
Doubtless 
at the same time they will rearrange the matter 
of representation in the Legislature, which is now 
and has been such a sore spot to Los Angeles in 
general and the Times in particular, because on 
the basis of population, that county will be en­ 
titled to a larger representation at Sacramento 
than It now has, while northern districts will be 
proportionately reduced. 
There can only be 
State Senators and 80 Assemblymen under 
constitution. 
It Is true the California constitution provides 
that the legislative apportionment must be on 
the basis of population, but we call the attention 
of the State to what is just now going on in Il­ 
linois. 
For the people of that States are In the 
process of considering and adopting a new con­ 
stitution, and on this very vital subject the Chi­ 
cago Tribune Bays: 


Under the proposed constitution there would 
be 153 representative districts, each electing a 
member of the House of Representatives, and 
57 Senatorial districts, each electing a Sena­ 
tor. 
Chicago, with about half of the popula­ 
tion of the State, is limited to 19 seats in the 
Senate, to one-third of the membership. 


Nor 
does 
the 
Tribune 
protest 
beyond 
that 
statement, although in a leading editorial to the 
extent of a column it is discussing the new fun­ 
damental law proposed for the State. 
If Chicago 
has half the population of the State, it would be 
entitled to 28 seats in the Senate. 
But it gets 
only 19, and the Tribune evidently considers that 
it would be unwise for Chicago to dominate both 
houses of the -Legislature. 
There 
are 
numerous 
other 
instances 
in 
the 
United States where the same theory is invoked, 
notably in New York and in Minnesota. 
It ought 
to be invoked in California, and The Sun believes 
it ought to be invoked before another apportion­ 
ment is made. 
For if or when it is made on the 
present basis, Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Alameda 
counties 
will 
absolutely 
control 
both 
houses of the Legislature, and in the census of 
1939 it is likely that Los Angeles and San Fran­ 
cisco alone can do it. 
The selfishness of legis­
